WEAKENED WING 


Fell. On West Army of Russians 
in Heavy Force 


Was 
Forced To Send Reinforcements 
Eastward in Effort To Stop 
Advance, Rifle Brigade 
Was Put to Rout, 


Mukden, March 7.—At the beginning 
of operations westward the Russians, 
after a succession of fights extended 
along the Hun river and resting on the 
vollages of Chiantsanhetan, wheré the 
Liao-Yang Sinmintin road crosses the 
Hun river, and Chandetai, further west, 
where the first corps was stationed. 

The energetic advance of the Japanese 
on Tsinkhetchen caused General Kuro- 
patkin to send reinforcements eastward. 
The first corps was withdrawn and its 
place was occupied by regiments of rifle- 
men. The Japanese on being informed 
of this weakening of the Russian line 
threw nine divisions against this ad- 
vanced force. The attacks the first day 
were repulsed, but news coming in that 
the Japanese hag four columns moving 
up the Liao valley and turning the Rus- 
sian right, the riflemen were ordered to 
retire along the east bank of the river. 

Russian Riflemen Routed. 

The Japanese, March !, were reinforc- 
ed and attacked, Syaotinpuzi taking the 
riflemen of the adjoining corps northward 
in the flank and. routing them with the 
heaviest losses. 

At this juncture General Kaulbars or- 
dered the division under the command 
of General Olembatoffsky to attack and 
take the villages of Peithousi and Sat- 
haizi on the Schach river, a tributary of 
the Hun, at any cost, to cover the retire- 
ment of the rest of the force. 

In the face of a terrible fire from five 
batteries, two of them firing shells loaded 
with Shimoz powder, the regiments ac- 
complished their tasks, captured the vll- 
lages, seven machine guns and 300 pris- 
oners. and holding, the positions until the 
retirement was effected. The evacuation 
of the positions took place during the 
night. 

The Japanese were attacking General 
Birega on the Tatchekiao-Sinmintin road 
and desperate fights were in progress at 
Sanlinpou and Sanchinpu. 
nese were moving more northward it be- 
came evident that a further change 0} 
front was necessary, particularly as the 
position at Sudhudyapu was uncov- 
ered by the retirement of General Ivan- 
off from Tatayan. The Japanese directcd 
a series of heavy attacks in that direc- 
tion and the village changed hands sev- 
eral times, but finally remained in the 
possession of the Japanese. 


Stores Burned by Wussians. 


The operations changing front were con- 
ducted with speed. During this opera- 
tion it was found necessary to burn the 
large commissariat ware houses at Su- 
hudepu, Chantan and Sifontai. 

On March 4, three Japanese divisions 
began a hurry attack on the triangle 
formed by Zanzintun, Oulinpu and Ma- 
chapu simultaneously, advancing over & 
wide front at Shanza, Hanzintoun, San- 
taitzi and Podaza against the railway and 
toward Obatun. 
were takeh by the Japanese on the after- 
noon of March 5. Attempts were contin- 
ued on Zansintun and Madhapu especially 
during the night of March 5. 

This morning a stubborn fight began 
along the whole front to the westward 
and continued .unti] evening. The Rus- 
sians in the region of Tatchekiao on the 
Sinmintin road 9 miles from Mukden, 
where the northern wing of the Japanese 
is operating, took a number of villages. 
using bayonet ang engaging in hand-to- 
hand fights in the village streets. The 
Russians also captured several machine 
guns and many prisoners. 

The Russian losses were heavy from 
the fire of machine guns, which were part 
of the pooty sage by the Japanese at

and Pension Law Vioalator 


Examination by Pension Examiner 
Reveals That Christian Minister 
Had Married More Wives 
Than the Tennessee 
Law Allows. 


Knoxville, Tenn., Mareh 7.—Rev. Ben- 
jamin W. Ashley, a minister of the 
Christian church, residing near New- 
port, Tenn., was given a sentence of 
fifteen months in the penitentiary in 
federal court today for violating the 
pension laws. 

In investigating his case a pension ex- 
aminer discovered that he was a bigam- 
ist, after Ashley -had been placed on 
the pension rolls, a2 North Carolina wom- 
an, claiming to be his wife, made ap- 
plication for a division of the pension. 

Ashley swore she was not his legal 
wife, but that his wife was a Tennessee 
woman. Investigation proved that 
Ashiey married his first wife in 1865 
and had never obtained a divorce, but 
had abandoned her thirty years ago, 
marrying a second time after coming to 
Tennessee to reside. 

He pleaded guilty of perjury and may 
not be prosecuted for bigamy until he 
has served hia federal sentence. 
Horace Hassey, of Buffalo, N. Y., was 
also sentenced to two years’ imprison- 
ment for raising a postal money order.

FRAUD CHARGED — 


TO SHOE FIRM 


Alleged That Garrett and 
Barrow Bought Too 
Much Stock. 


Columbus, Ga., March 


this city, entered into a deliberate scheme 
or conspiracy to defraud their cerditors, 
buying a stock of goods all out of propor- 
tion to their Business, and then giving 
mortgages without consideration, the ob- 
ject being to foreclose and sell the stock 
by form of law, is the sensational charge 
brought by petitioning creditors of the 
firm in an amended petition filed in the 
United States. court through Attorneys 
Charles R. Williams and Little & Battle. 

An involuntary petition in bankruptcy 
was filed against the firm after the fore- 
closure in the superior court of a $6,000 
mortgage on the stock in favor of B. A. 
Bass. The case has been referred by 
Judge Newman to Frank U. Garrard as 
special master, and will come up for hear- 
ing tomorrow. 

The creditors allege that during 1903 
the firm kept a stock not exceeding in 
value $7,000, but that during the spring 
of 1904 they bought $30,000 of goods and 
abandoned all bookkeeping, exicept to 
credifé customers’ accounts and charge 
items of pérsona] expense; that no pro- 
vision was made to meet the heavy bills 
in the fall. Regarding the firm's claim 
that $6,000 obtained from B. A. Bass, 
for which a mortgage on the entire 
stock wag given, was paid out as fol- 
lows: M. & M. bank, $1,000; J. Hz, 
Hawkins (in payment of promissory 
notes), $3,000; J, D. Grady (in payment 
of a mortgage), $1,000, and Attorney T. 
T. Miller, for legal services, $1,000. The 
creditors say that the firm never paid 
J. H. Hawkins and J. D. Grady a dollar, 
and that the notes to them were without 
consideration and were fraudulent and a 
“pretense and a sham.”’ Giving the mort- 
gage to B. A. Bass is characterized as 
“the fina] step in the consummation of 
the scheme to defraud the creditors.” 
The charge is made that of the $6,000 in 
the Bass transaction, $4,500 or $5,000 
was returned to Bass. The payment of 
$1,000 to the bank is not denied. It is 
charged that the firm concealed or trans- 
ferred a portion of its assets for the 
purpose of defrauding creditors. Numer- 
ous acts of bankruptcy are alleged. 

The case has created a big stir in local 
mercantile circles. The firm is composed 
of J. H. Garrett and W. E. Barrow.

Railroad Commission Meets. 

The Georgia rallroad commission will 
hold a meeting today, at which all of the 
comunissioners will be present; but, so 
far as can be ascertained, only business 
of a routine nature will be transacted. 

‘there is before the commission a peti- 
tion from the Griffin, Ga., board of trade 
which asks that a sweeping reduction 
of 20 per cent be made in the commis- 
gion’s entire standard tariff on the ground 
that thgse rates were fixed twenty-five 
years ago, and that the conditions of to- 
day require a readjustment of the system. 
This matter will doubtless come up for 
consideration, and the commfssion will 
likely set a day for its hearing some 
time in the near future.

Honolulu, March 7.—High Sheriff 
Henry said today that the chemists, in 
a test of the contents of Mrs, Stanford’s 
stomach, had found a color which indi- 
cated strychnine poisoning, and that they 
would so testify at the inquest. 

He added that the chemists had found 
strychnine in the bicarbonate of eoda of 
which Mrs. Stanford partook on the night 
of her dwath, and that they would so de- 
clare to the coroner’g jury. 

Servants Examined. 

San Francisco, March 7.—For the past 
two days the police have been considerably 
more active in their investigation of the 
circumstances surrounding the death of 
Mrs. Jane Lathrop Stanford. 

Albert Beverley, the ex-butler, and Miss 
Elizabeth Richmond, the former maid, 


‘have been through a severe inquisition 


lasting nearly three hours, and the police 
are not yet through with them. Mr. 
Mountford Wilson, attorney for the Stan- 
ford estate; District Attorney Byington 
and Captain of Detectives Burnett did 
the questioning. 

It has been gleaned from ae reliable 
source that Beverley has admitted that 
he was in the habit of taking commis- 
sions on purchases made for the house- 
hold while in Mrs, Stanford’s employ. 

This much the police have admitted, but 
they refuse to affirm or deny the correct- 
nectness of the further statement of 
Beverley that Miss Berner shared with 
him in these illegal commissions on pur- 
chases. In a cable dispatch from Hono- 
lulu she makes an absolute denial of the 
charge. 

Miss Richmond declared to the police 
that it was Butler William McWhinney 
who opened the bottles of mineral. water 
on the occasion of the attempt made to 
poison Mrs. Stanford last January. She 
said she carried one of the bottles to 
Mrs. Stanford, and that the other was 
intended for Miss Berner. 

McWhinney succeeded Beverley as the 
butler, and had been in Mrs. Stanford's 
service for five weeks prior to the first 
attempt made to poison her. 

Crazy Chinaman. 

It has been learned today that Mrs. 
Stanford had been pestered for a num- 
ber of weeks before the attempt was 
made to poison her on January |4 by an 
insane Chinaman named Wong Toy 
Wong. The fellow wrote her a@ letter in 
which he demanded that she give him 
$30,000, which he said he had on deposit 
in the Leland Stanford, Jr., University 
Trust bank, a mythical institution. The 
man hung around the Stanford residence 
until he was arrested by Detective 
Cleary, of a private detective agency. He | 
was sent to an insane asylum on Feb- 
ruary 9. Both the private detectives and 
the local police deny they ever suspected 
this Chinaman of poisoning Mrs. Stan- 
ford. It is ‘known, however, that they 
spent much time in tracing his move- 
ments.

At the opening the wheat market 
showed considerable weakness, May Ue- 
ing off 3-8@7-8c at $1.14 3-4@I.i5 1-4. 
July was down |1-4@5-8c at 97 7-8@97 |-4c. 
Sentiment in the pit was generally bear- 
ish, the majority of traders being on 
the selling side. The initial decline was 
due partly to a slump of |-2d at Liver- 
pool. The weakness abroad, however, 
was of less intiuence thun domestic con- 
ditions. Weather throughout tae winter 
Wheat section of the United fates was 
extremely favorable to the development 
of the new crop, a rise in temperature ac- 
companied by rains being reported from 
many localities.

SAY THEY PLOTTED HOLD-UP. 


Three Men Held at Police Barracks 
for Planning a Rob- 

bery. 

George Jacobs, a pressman; Will Stock- 
ton, a plumber, and Jim Rush, a peddler, 
are held at police barracks on the charge 
of having plotted to waylay and rob a 
merchant. Jacobs was arrested late Mon- 
day night and the other two men were 
locked up yesterday afternoon by Offi- 
cers Hollingsworth and Hamilton. 

After Jacobs’ arrest, who was first 
held for begging on the streets, a citizen 
informed the officers that he had heard 
Jacobs, Stockton and Rush plotting to 
commit a highway robbery. The citizen 
eaid: 

“I was standing near the stairway of 
the Exposition hotel, at the corner of 
Decatur and Butler streets, Monday 
evening and heard the three men speak- 
ing of a Decatur street merchant who 
went home late every night alone. One 
of the men said he knew that the mer- 
chant always carried a lot of money 
home with him. The men decided to 
Waylay the merchant Tuesday night,,. 
knock him down and rob him.” 

Jacobs was arraigned in the recorder’s 
court yesterday afternoon for begging. 
He admitted the charge and said he beg- 
eed money to buy whisky and beer. He 
was fined $5.75 and ordered held over 
until the officers could investigate the 
charge of plotting to commit a highway 
robbery. 

Stockton and Rush were found yester- 
day afternoon. They did not know why 
they were wanted, the charge being 
docketed as disorderly conduct. 

When asked about the charge of mak- 
ing a plot to assault and rob a citizen 
they denied their gullt. 

The trials will come up this afternoon 
at 2:30 o'clock, when the man who gave 
the officers the information will tell his 
story.

STOCKS TOOK 
WAITING ATTITUDE 


Confined to Testing Operations 
+ to Leam Temper of Markel 


Failed To Develop Any Vigorous Up- 
ward Tendency and Subsequent 
Drop Was Due Mainly to 
Disappointment—Mar- 
ket Closed Easy. 


New York, March 7.—The speculation 


‘in. stocks took on rather a waiting attl- 
_ tude today and business was largely con- 
| fined to testing operations to learn he 


temper of the market. These failed to 
develop any vigorous upward tendency, 
and the subsequent drop was due as 
much to disappointment over this lack 
as to any positive pressure. The North- 
ern Securities decision or supposition re- 
garding it has figured so long and so 
often as a speculative factor that the 


| market is somewhat at a loss, with the 
‘conclusion reached. A swarm of rumors 
have figured in connection with the case 
in the way of new combinations and ab- 


rying out. None of these have been an- 
nounced, and there was none of the 
active selling today to realize which, as 
usual, after a lengthened buying move- 
ment with a culmination of the factors 
which induced the buying. But the 
apathetic tone which is creeping over 
the market its evidence that the many 
combinations and rmeerger stories are 
losing their force to stimulate demand. 
The failure of the much talked of south- 
ern fron combination has had an ad- 
monitory effect and is regarded as show- 
ing the highly credulous condition of 
mind into which the speculative actors 
had been led. A natural spirit of mis- 
giving regarding other vague stories on 
the strength of which stocks have been 
bought is the result. Authoritative de- 
nial was made today of a recently pre- 
vailing rumor of a new issue of Sugar 
stock with valuable subscription privi- 
leges. Disclaimers put out another story 
to the effect that the New York Cen- 
tral was to control Ontario and Western 
and to guarantee a 3 per cent dividend. 
Such disclaimants increased the DuBols 
frame of mind of speculators and fnten- 
sified their disposition to await verifi- 
cation of reports which have been cred- 
ited. The strike on the interbormugh 
svstem in New York city had no very 
clear effect, directly through the stocks 
immediately concerned, which. !n fact, 
showed strength, but ‘tthe effect was 
bad on the general speculative temper. 
There was a direct effect also fn the re- 
duction of the attendance at the stock 
exchange caused by the difficulty In 
getting to business and the resultant 
dullness of the market was partly due 
to this fact. There was no change in 
current conditions of money 6r busfness 
to alter the tone of the stock market. 
Money on call continued’ easy. An 
easier tone of London discounts led to 
renewed expectation of a reduction in 
the Bank of England rate on Thursday. 
But Paris was a seller of securities, ap- 
parently on account of the dark Russian 
prospects. New York exchange at Chi- 
cago declined to a small discount and 
the New York subtreasury continued to 
take a considerable sum from the New 
York banks. The terms of the settlic- 
ment of the grain rate war are regarded 


as threatening a permanent decline in 
the grain traffic to Atlantic ports, which 
may have been a factor in the heaviness 
of the trunk lines. A. number of gross 
earnings reports for the last week of 
February by southern and southwestern 
railroads showed some rather striking 
declines from those of last year. Atchi- 
son, however, was at one time strong, 
said to be on covering by shorts. The 
Reading advance was attributed to re- 
newed ‘activity by a pool. Revived ru- 
mors of a lead merger were responsible 
for the strength of National Lead and 
the Smelting stocks. The few gains were 
poorly held, and the market as a whole 
plainly showed the waning influence of 
the unverified rumors which have long 
served to carry prices upward. The 
closing was easy and at about the low- 
est of the day.

Strike in Steel Plant. 


Chicago, March 7.—A strike of 300 
laborers at the Republic Iron and Steel 
Works, at East Chicago, has been fol- 
lowed by a shut down of the plant.
